BALTIMORE, March 11 (#—A 
Boeing 707 airliner aided by a 
high wind carried 52 persons up 
to the edge of 700 miles an hour 
today. 

Boosted to a ground speed peak 
of 698 miles an hour for a few 
minutes over northwestern Mon- 
tana, the 707 whistled in nonstop 
from Seattle in the record time— 
for a transcontinental flight car- 
rying passengers—of three hours 
and 48 minutes. 


Its average speed for the 2,325 
miles from Puget Sound to Chesa- 
peake Bay was 612 miles an hour. 

The 3 hours and 48 minutes were 
measured from the start of the 
takeoff run at Seattle’s Boeing 
Field at 10:06 a.m.

will be barred from use of the canal. 

If Nasser has his way, the situation 
which precipitated the fighting in the first 
place will have returned. If Egypt in- 
sists upon maintaining a state of war with 
Israel and resumes the border raids, 
Israel will fight back and perhaps again 
occupy the areas from which troops have 
been withdrawn. 

The United Nations, by the way, did 


save Egypt from complete collapse. If 
it now lets Nasser act out the role of 


conqueror and permits the Communists to 
continue to fan trouble, a much bigger 
conflict will be inevitable. 

There is no other solution except for 
the United States and the U.N. to put 


| whatever pressure necessary ‘upon Egypt 


‘to comply with international law on the 
Suez issue. They must assure freedom 


of the seas and guarantee Israel against 
Arab atta¢ék. It must be made perfectly 
clear to Nasser that his aim—repeated 
again Saturday in a demagogic speech— 


of liquidating Israel never will be realized. 


But the fighting has stopped and the 
second: and more difficult phase of nego- 
tiations has begun. The problem of Suez 
and of permanent U.N. guarantees of 
Egypt’s and Israel’s borders remain. Suez 
cannot be left in control of one man— 
Nasser—who thus would hold the fate of 


the entire Western world in his hands. 


There are grounds for optimism in that 


‘Egypt ean. be expected to drive as tough 


a bargain as possible but that in the end 
will bow to U.N. demands and world 
opinion. But if Nasser continues to act 
the role of conquering dictator, no s0o- 
lution ‘is possible without further hos- 
tilities.

‘Highway Dept. Attacks 
Shortage of Engineers 


Although it probably will be accused 
of padding its payroll with unnecessary 
personnel—a charge which has been made 
justifiably on many occasions—the State 
Highway Department has made a move 
which should help eliminate another 
roadblock to highway construction. 

A brief item in the paper says the 
department has hired an “engineering 
personnel recruiter.” Although nothing is 
said about his salary, such a man will 
be worth many times what he costs if 
he can produce results. 

With the biggest road building pro- 
gram in history going on, the depart- 
ment needs. engineers as never before. 
The situation will exist for years, not 
just for months. And if the job is to be 
done, competent personnel will have to 
be on hand. Road planning and building 
is not and should never have been a task 
for amateurs, 

Lack of trained personnel for this gi- 
gantic national program has been one of 
the most feared bottlenecks in most 
states. A constant recruiting program is 
in order and it is encouraging to see the 
Georgia department accepting the fact.

Folsom Speaks Strongly 
On Federal School Aid 


Secretary of Welfare Maridn Folsom 
used some strong words in accusing the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce of making 
“seriously misleading and inaccurate 
statements” in its opposition to federal 
aid for public school construction. 

The incident brings. full publicity on 
the strong opposition of the chamber to 
the proposed school aid program. That 
is good. But Folsom’s charges that the 
organization is using fallacious argu- 
ments in claiming that federal aid means 
control deserve full study. 

The secretary is right in saying that 
the federal government has supported 
education in various financial ways for 
more than 100 years. — 

The aid given to agricultural colleges, 
support of the 4-H program, financing 
of vocational and vocational rehabilita- 
tion efforts, the Extension Service itself 
and many similar programs which have 
existed as a result of federal help have 
not brought on federal control. On the 
other hand, they have strengthened vast- 
ly the educational programs of states and 
local communities. 

_ Meanwhile, a State Department of 
Education survey reveals that Georgia 
faces a shortage of 5,340 classrooms 
despite the biggest school building pro- 
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gram in its history. To build them will 
cost 90 million dollars. Will the state 
and local communities accept the obli- 
gation? 

Pressure for federal aid to education 
comes about because local communities 
and states will not or cannot meet the 
demand of a mushrooming school popu- 
lation. And education from the stand- 
point of national security and progress is 
a concern of the whole nation. Those 
who insist that local communities and 
states must do the job do not take into 
account the fact that they are not doing so.

Corn Production Kings 
Reap Deserved Honor 


Some 729 Georgia farmers and 222 
Four-H members harvested a _ crop 
of deserved honors Saturday on the Uni- 
versity of Georgia College of Agriculture 
campus. 

Deserved recognition came to them 
at thé annual meeting of the Geor- 
gia 1,000 and 100 bushel corn clubs. 
Among those hailed was Danny Strick- 
land of Brooks County, a 4-H’er who 
established the highest corn yield in 
the state with 203 bushels on one acre. 

These farmers, who qualified for one 
of the respective clubs by growing 100 
bushels to the acre or 1,000 bushels on a 
maximum of 12 acres, mix hard work 
with scientific practices in getting maxi- 
mum production from a minimum of 
land. The ingredients are the difference 
between profit and loss. 

The average corn yield has climbed 
from 12 to 24 bushels per acre in the state 
during the past 10 years. There is ample 
room for improving the record. North 
Georgia counties, despite their steady im- 
provements in growing practices, still 
raise only about half the amount of corn 
required by feed mills in the area. 

The corn kings are a credit to Georgia 
agriculture. May their ranks increase,

Communists Step Up 
Jamming Wests Radio 


Since the Hungarian revolt, the Com- 
munist bloc has stepped up its “jamming” 
of Western information programs to a 
degree greater even than during the 
worst of the cold war days Monitors 
of Western stations have identified more 
than 1,000 “‘jammers.,” 

Chief targets are Radio Free Europe, 
the Voice of America and the British 
Broadcasting Company. But for the first 
time in the history of radio, the Commu- 
nists also are jamming stations in Israel, 
Turkey, Athens, Rome, the Vatican, 
Paris and Luxembourg. 

All Israel broadcasts in Hebrew or 
Yiddish are being kept from the Jewish 
populations of Russia and the satellite 
countries. The American programs 
beamed to the Croats and Serbs in Yugo- 
slavia especially are jammed. Every ef- 
fort is being made to isolate the Middle 
East from Western radio information. 

We know from this the Russians are 
afraid of our factual information. There 
are many things in this cold war which 
require our support. Our “voice” is one. 
Uncle Sam, a giant, must not speak with 
a whisper. And the cold war costs, while 
great and continuing, are cheaper than 
a shooting war. And no one is shooting.

Result of Nationalism Fever 


Could Be World Headaches 


Amid all the shouting about “‘colonialism’’ it is easy to forget that 
colonialism, old style, is rapidly disappearing. Since the end of World 
War II most of Asia has broken its chains with empires of old. The 
Malayan federation has been promised independence by Britain in 


August. 

Negotiations for freedom of Sin- 
gapore are to be renewed soon in 
London, Other than these, only 
Dutch New Guinea, the Portuguese 
enclaves in India and some of the 
British oil -territories along the 
Persian Gulf remain as colonies. 

The pace is picking up in Africa. 
Libya, Tunis and Morocco are al- 
ready free. Ghana (formerly the 
Gold Coast) was freed by Brit- 
ain on Mar. 6. Discussion about 
independence for Nigeria starts in 
London May 23. Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland are asking freedom. 
Uganda, Kenya and Tanganyika 
are in a ferment of nationalism. 
All are present British possessions. 

Italian Somaliland becomes an 
independent state in 1960 under 
agreement between Italy and the 
United Nations. . 

It is probably futile to raise 
doubt about the wisdom of all this. 
Standing against nationalism, in 
this age of rampant nationalism, 
is like blowing against a hurri- 
cane. 

Yet one cannot but wonder. As 
Clyde Eagleton, former diplomat 
and professor emeritus of interna- 
tional law at New York Univer- 
sity, put it recently: - 

“Independence is not automat- 
ically and always the best thing 
for a group of people, nor for the 
community of nations of which it 
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would become a part. The group 
could be as much exploited by its 
own members as by a _ colonial 
power; it may lack economic re- 
sources to sustain itself; it may 
be so weak as to attract aggression 
or produce international friction; 
may not have learned how to gov- 
ern itself.” . 

It was Woodrow Wilson who 
made “the right of self-determina- 
tion’ famous. Eagleton pointed 
out, however, that Wilson took it 
for granted that a people must be 
able to govern itself and accept 
responsibility. 

It may all work out. Freedom 
is a heady wine and stimulates 
people to accomplishment. 

Still, grave questions persist. 
When does this parade of new and 
weak nations end? Is every claim- 
ant group everywhere entitled to 
nationhood? Who is to be respon- 
sible for the financial maintenance 


and military security of these | 


many frail states? 

What does all this mean in the 
United Nations Assembly, where 
the vote of a tiny African state 
equals that of the United States or 
of Russia, and a half dozen such 
splinter nations can outvote all 
great powers? |

This is illustrated by his de- 
cision not to attend any of this 
year’s six dinners, given by the 
White House press, the radio-TV 
correspondents, photographers, 
National Press Club, Women’s 
National Press Club and Grid- 
iron Club. 

He has been obedient to his 
doctors’ orders that he get re- 
curring periods of relaxation from 
the heavy pressure of his duties. 

He observes a carefully or- 
dered regime at the White House 
which usually includes a swim 
before lunch, a 45-minute noon- 
day rest and often a short break 
from his desk in late afternoon 
after which he resumes staff 
conferences and other work. 

He is holding fewer press con- 
ferences currently than he did 
last fall during the campaign, 
four so far this year. 

This second term reordering of 
his work schedule is consistent 
with. his public announcements 
when he disclosed that he would 
seek reelection.

These would be enormous 
power plants—nearly three times 
as poweful as the old German 
V2, which, as it hurtled through 
the upper atmosphere, developed 
a half-million horsepower. One 
pound of thrust from a rocket 
motor or jet engine is equal, at 
a speed of 375 miles per hour, 
to one horsepower. Pounds of 
thrust and horsepower are simply 
two different means of defining 
energy. 

When a_  135,000-pound 


incorporate the Army’s 70-foot 
Redstone ballistic rocket. Today, 
Chrysler Corp. mass produces the 
Redstone, and it is in active field 
service with Army units. Much 
of the weight and space of the 
Redstone is taken up with a large 
warhead and guidance chamber. 
Project M proposed that these be 
discarded and the rocket, used in 
a length of only 48 to 52 feet. 

Thus stages 1 and 2 were, es- 
sentially, great liquid-fuel tanks, 
each with the same 135,000-pound 
thrust motor. 

What about fuels for these first 
two stages? Again, with both 
motors and rocket shells avail- 
able, it was simply a matter of 
choice. A wide variety of liquid 
fuels were being used in the many 
types of rockets being tested. 
The old V2, the Redstone and the 
Viking, all burned a combination 
of liquid oxygen and ethyl alco- 
hol. Project M could use this 
combination, or it might use 
hydrazine and nitric acid. A jet 
fuel, gasoline and other chemicals 
all were satisfactory.

Bond Needs

This amount 
will get the department by until 
1959 when additional revenue certi- 
ficates can be issued, Barrett said. 

The last money from revenue 
certificates was expended three 
years ago, Barrett told the grand 
jurors.

Banking on, Baseball 


LESLIE, Ga., March 11—There are many success- 
ful bankers. .There are few successful Class D league 
baseball presidents. W. T. Anderson is both. 

In a small office in the rear of his bank, he conducts one of 
the most efficient operations in baseball. Many so-called moguls 
sitting in swivel chairs behind huge desks could glean valuable 
pointers about baseball from the man 
who has ruled the Georgia-Florida 
League with a gentle smile and a firm 
hand since 1941. 

At a time when weeds are growing 
in parks where Class D baseball was 
once played, the Georgia-Florida stands 
as a monument to Anderson. 

The proud little league, which 
launches its 20th active season April 
16, was jarred by the withdrawal of 
Tifton and Brunswick. But Anderson 
rallied his troops, and six teams are 
going' to post. Albany, Waycross, 
Valdosta, Thomasville, Moultrie and 
Fitzgerald are the entries. 

*“‘We could have had eight teams,’’ 
|= Anderson said the other day, as he dis- 
?%,. = cussed baseball with a tourist in his of- 
cial fice, ‘‘but we preferred six, solid fran- 
Outlar chises. I don’t want any city in the 
league which can’t guarantee me it will finish tke season. 

‘‘Even if something happens and forces one of the teams to 
drop out—something I certainly don’t anticipate—we already have 
applications frofm cities which would like to get a franchise. 


—No Golf, No Fishing, Just a D Leaguer 


‘‘That’s one of the reasons I’m sure we'll have eight teams 
again next year. There’s still a lot of interest in baseball. I'd be 
the last to deny that we don’t have problems. There’s competi- 
tion from TV, fishing, and various forms of entertainment. I 
don’t have the solution,’’ Anderson continued, ‘“‘but I do have a 
suggestion. Everyone in baseball will have to work a little harder.’’ 

It would be extremely difficult for W. T. Anderson to follow 
his own suggestion. No man has ever worked harder at a hobby, 
and that’s what the office as president of the Georgia-Florida 
League is to him. 

For the past 17 years, Anderson hasn’t played golf, gone 
fishing or hunting or engaged in various forms of recreation 
which attract business men. He gets a kick out of running the 
Georgia-Florida League. 

“I don’t know whether I’ve done very much for the league, 
like you say I have,”’ he said, ‘“‘but the league has done a lot for 
me. It keeps me busy in my spare time, and a busy man is 
usually happy. 

‘I’m a small-town banker, fertilizer salesman and insurance 


man,”’ he explained. ‘‘We’re in an agricultural ‘region, and most | 


of my work comes in the first three months of the year. I'd get 
awful tired of sitting around here through the summer. At least I 
think I would,”’ he smiled, ‘‘for I’ve never tried it.’’ 
Anderson is a spry man for his 65 years, and the lines 
around his mouth indicate he has spent most of them smiling. 
Perhaps it’s because of their tremendous respect for the man, 
but he often goes through an entire season without an official 
complaint from a director about an umpire. 
*‘Don’t put that in the paper,’’ he said, ‘‘or they’ll swarm me 


next season. Sure, we’ve had trouble with umpires, but not as | 


much as most leagues, and no league is any better than its 
umpires.”’ | 


—Umpires Must Love the Game, Too 


It is difficult to hire competent umpires for a Class D salary 
—or any salary. But Anderson makes a great effort to get the 
bw"nen available. 

He visits the umpire schools in the spring, and he not only 
watches the future arbiters at work, he checks into their family 
background, studies their personality and, above all, he wants 
his umpires to have what he terms a “‘lot of common mule sense,’’ 
plus hustle. ‘‘You know,’’ he said, “‘it amazes me that we’re able 
to get umpires these days. When you consider the abuse they 
have to take for the amount of money they make, I’m convinced 
an umpire has to love baseball.’’ 

Once the season starts, Anderson keeps a keen eye on his 
umpires. He also meets with them twice a month to thrash 
out problems and clarify rules, a practice some other presi- 
dents should follow. 

Before Mr. Anderson arrived in his office, I had been talking 
with W. T. Jr., and Bob Hines, who works in the bank. 

‘‘You should see this place in the summer,’’ W. T. Jr., said. 
‘‘There are umpires in and out of the office, telephone calls about 
this and that, telegrams. Being a league president certainly keeps 
him busy. But he enjoys it. It’s his hobby. 

‘‘Me, no sir, I don’t want to be a league president. In fact, 
I seldom ever see a game.”’ 

“I’m about the same way,’’ Hines said. “I’ve heard so 
much baseball I don’t care much about seeing it any more.’’ 

As long as they’re near W. T. Anderson they’ll hear about 
baseball. And that’s why baseball has heard about the Georgia- 
Florida League for so many years. If there were more presidents 
like the genial gent from Leslie, there would be more, instead of 
fewer leagues each year.
